Piercing 
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Body Art in 1995 

In recent years, body art has become mere main stream, especially in college 
communities. More and more people are sporting tattoos and pierced body parts 
because they find them to be intriguing, vet some do it simply to be different from 
others. 

Tattoos are not new to our culture, but they have become more widespread in 
the college population. Tattoos can make statements about affections, allegiance, 
defiance, or sexual preference. When consideringgetting a tattoo, one must decide 
what they want and where they want it. The types of tattoos seen on the 5UNY 
Pittsburgh campus range from flowers to grim reapers, and there are some as small as 
a dime and others that cover large portions of the body. When choosing a tattoo 
artist, be sure that they meet the APT guidelines, which ensure that the tattoos has 
proper sterilization equipment approved by the FDA and knows how to use it 
correctly. 

Over the past few years, body piercing has become increasingly popular. It has 
become a way for people to express themselves towards or against today's society and 
its standards. Body piercing is limited only by the imagination, so the first step is to 
decide what you want to have pierced. For some time, it has been generally acceptable 
for men to have an earring, but they are now often seen with several in one or both 
ears. Many people choose to pierce their nose or naval, but other popular piercing 
spots include the eyebrow, lip, tongue, nipples and genitals. The tolerance for pain 
depends upon the person and the area being pierced. For some the pain is minimal, 
for some it is severe and others find the feeling erotic. One must be cautious when 
choosing who will do their body piercing. The person should have the proper 
equipment, use sterilization techniques, and have experience in body piercing. 

Body piercing, is believed by some, to be a fad that will have its time in the 
spotlight and then slowly fade out of sight. Others believe that piercing will gain more 
acceptance and continue to be practiced as a form of expression, just as tattoos have. 
Many people in our generation have tattoos and body piercing, and others will be 
getting them in the future. As students we are being educated in many areas of life, if 
choosing to have body art done, do not be ignorant about the importance of steriliza- 
tion and proper care in reducing the chances for infection, and blood born diseases 
such as hepatitis B and human immunodeficiency virus.

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SSP Celebrates 1 6th 



Birthday 

The Special Services Project, located in the Angell College Center, has been operating 
on the campus of SU.NY Pittsburgh since 197S. Now in its seventeenth year, SSP is 
committed to providing supportive instructional services in a variety of disciplines. These 
services ire augmented by a strong counseling component. Additionally, it is the office on 
campus responsible for assisting with the provision of" accommodative services for those 
students with disabling conditions. 

The original SSPgrant was written by a team of administrators. They saw the 
need to provide students with a chance to ameliorate potential problems before they 
became overwhelming detriments to their college performance. Since its inception, SSP 
has grown to include classroom instruction, walk-in services, specialized tutorials, 
workshops, advisement, and comprehensive counseling services. 

A portion of their work, is directed toward providing accommodative services for 
individuals with disabling conditions. In 19#9. there were only 87 disabled students on 
campus. Currently over 180 of our students have been identified as having a disabling 
condition. With the passage of the Americans with Disabilities Act, the college's role in 
providing otherwise qualified students with the opportunity to succeed has intensified. 
As the responsibilities have increased, so has SSP's role in providing those services. 

What many people on this campus may not be aware of, however, is that SSP is part 
of a nationwide system of Student Support Services in more than 700 colleges and 
universities. Originally designated TRIO because it consisted of three divisions - Upward 
Bound, Talent Search, and Student Support - the program has grown to include Educa- 
tional Opportunity Centers and the Ronald £. McNair Program. With these additions, 
various TRIO programs am now provide educational support to students from sixth 
grade all the way through their doctoral level studies. 

TRIO is a grant- based program of the federal Department of Education. It is seen 
by many as a part of America's commitment to educating all of its citizens. It is designed 
to provide access to the power that comes from education to those for whom that door 
was previously shut. The TRIO family consists of thousands of people across the country 
who are committed to the belief that given the right tools and encouragement, anyone 
who wants to succeed in college can do so.

The computerized career guidance system recently acquired by the Career/ 
Lire Planning Center is effective, and fun to use. The program can answer questions 
from those as general as "what careers could I consider if I major in biology?" to 
those as specific as "what are the average earnings of social workers in New En- 
gland!'" Barbara Barry, student employment coordinator at the Career/Life 
Planning Center , explains that the software incorporates both a complete career 
guidance system and a series of data bases containing information about occupa- 
tions and educational institutions. 

The career guidance system is flexible multifaceted program. Available 
options range from ^eneratin^ an aptitude profile, and using this to generate career 
suggestions, to assisting with specific planning decisions in pursuing a particular 
career, to helping write a resume. Barry comments that the program is useful not 
only to freshmen seeking a career direction, but also to juniors and seniors who are 
exploring graduate school options, or seeking employment. 

Nicole Alvaro, a junior elementary education major, was using the program 
to explore graduate school options when we spoke to her. " At the masters level I 
want to study something different from but related to education," she explained. 
'The program is really helping me to focus in on what I want to do. I find that the 
computer makes a career suggestion, and I say 'yes! that's precisely the kind of thing 
I would like to doT'Junior psychology major Tara Day is sure that she wants to 
pursue graduate studies in social work, and was waiting to explore how the 
graduate school information provided by "Discover" compared to that available in 
the standard Peterson Cruides. 

"The students love the program, "says Barry. "They are very comfortable 
working with a computer, and the software allows them to direct their explora- 
tion in any direction they like. They can work on the computer independently or 
arrange to discuss the material they uncover with a career counselor." 
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Budget Cuts 



Suny Pittsburgh sent the largest delegation of student, (acuity <fe 
stiff of any campus in the university system to "Suny Day" at the State 
Capitol in Albany on March 7th 7995- The delegation was lead by 
President Horace A.Judson. This all-day lobbying effort was focused on 
securing relief for SUNY from what amounts to the most devastating 
Executive Budget proposal in the University's history. 

Dr. Thomas Moran, SUNY Plattsburgh's vice-president of Academic- 
Affairs said that he did not know the magnitude of the budget cuts for 
SUNY. However Moran said that the cuts will affect the faculty and 
support service offices on campus most harshly. The budget will 
eventually force the college to eliminate several academic programs within 
the next several years and faculty and staff positions will also be 
eliminated. 

On the Pittsburgh campus the budget cuts will amount to 
$ 100,000 to $ I million of the approximately 50 academic majors on the 
campus, 2 to 5 of these majors may be cut in the next couple of years. Also, 
Morgan said that the tuition which was projected to rise by at least $ 1000 
per student, will possibly be increased #500 to $900 per year. In addition 
to faculty and staff cuts, students and faculty will have to endure larger 
class sizes and fewer class sections. 

The Educational Opportunity Program (EOP), which Crovernor 
Pataki had eliminated in the proposed budget, has been restored in the 
1996 budget. The budget cuts will have a significant impact on some parts 
of the college but not every academic department will necessarily feel the 
impact of the cuts. SUNY Pittsburgh is in no danger of closing, especially 
judging from the high demand of freshman and transfer students.

On Wednesday, April 6, about 400 >UNY Pittsburgh students, faculty, and stiff displayed arts, sci- 
ences, and humanities presentations In the seventh annual Showcase. Showcase is a day in which academic, 
cultural, and artistic talent at SHNY Pittsburgh is displayed. Classes and labs were cancelled so members of the 
college community could attend the events, Lectures on various topics, music recitals, and table presentations 
were a large part of thisyear's Showcase, which is made up of more than 140 programs and activities. Students 
and faculty have the opportunity to be exposed to presentations in almost every academic department. 

This year. Showcase events began Tuesday evening with a Prism concert. Campus musical groups 
performed in the Warren Ballrooms in a concert-in-the-round. On Wednesday, the music department also 
presented a Brown Bag Recital in the Cardinal Lounge, fhe art department displayed projects by students in 
Myers Fine Arts Lobby Gallery and in the Angel!

The education and counseling departments also sponsored many tables. One table by Elementary 
Counseling students featured toys, books, and^ames intended to let children express their feelings and show 
how they cope with them. Many tables were geared toward educating about the environment. One table, *' The 
Environmental Aspects Of A Qolf Course," featured information about golf courses. The "Adirondack Wetlands 
Crame" introduced youn^ children to wetlands ecology. Jason Feinman, a senior majoring in elementary educa- 
tion, displayed "Sim City In The Classroom." a Super Nintendo game which allows players to build a city. 
Feinman said the game teaches the difficulties of building and maintaining an environmentally friendly city. 
Another table presented by Kevin Kleaka, a senior majoring in environmental science titled "Cars: American 
Dream Or Environmental Nightmare?" provided information about the environmental danger of can. Kleaka 
said that 19 million cars are produced every year, and the carbon dioxide emissions from cars are responsible for 
over half of the global warming problem, "if people could walk or ride bikes once in awhile, we could save so 
many by-products from being released." 

The tables in the Flynt Commons (Blue Room) focused on science research. Students in Honors Seminar 
176 presented a project on pigeons on SLtNY Pittsburgh campus and at City Hall in downtown Pittsburgh. In a 
12-day sampling, the students classified 794 birds. Benjamin Collins, a senior doing Independent Study, pre- 
sented the Crlobal Climate Change Program at Paul Smith's. The project has never been used at Paul Smith's 
because of budget cuts, but it is part of a large international program. Collins said Pittsburgh is the only SHNY 
college that currently features such a project. Kari L. Bearce, a graduate student in Science Education, presented 
her research project on genetics and the evolution of species of moths. Bearce said she got into research to 
enhance her teaching last September, but the project has been going since 198i5. "I have agreat respect for 
anyone who searches. They're so focused and determined ." 

Other events for the day included lectures on women's issues, college life, and academic majors. There 
were also communications presentations, SSP Jeopardy, and Computing Support Center programs going on 
throughout the day. Showcase activities ended with the induction of new members to Phi Kappa Phi, the honor 
society. -Janice Marra 
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Hazing: 

A (kreek Tragedy 

Being Greek Is an Honor. One that 
commands responsible behavior. No 
member of a fraternity or sorority should 
allow hazing togo on in their chapter . If 
Greek life is to remain in existence it must 
rid every chapter-on every campus-ot 
hazing in all it's ugly forms. The very 
survival of fraternities and sororities 
depends on that simple fact. Hazing in 
every form has no place in any fraternity. 
It defeats the very spirit of brotherhood/ 
sisterhood and friendship that Greeks 
represent and violates the very premise on 
which they were tounded. 



During Greek Week, Eileen Stevens spoke to her 5UNY Pittsburgh audience about Greek 
hazing. Stevens's son died during a c>reek pledging function at Alfred University in 1978. The 
function required him to drink an abundance of liquor while locked in the trunk of a car in 
freezing weather. Stevens's presentation came in the midst of the hazing charges brought 
against PSUC's Alpha Chi Rho fraternity. Stevens formed CHUCK (the Committee to Halt 
Useless College Killings) and was also involved with the anti-hazing law that has been enacted 
in New York State. She spoke to a group of over 300 students concerning hazing 's consequences. 
Stevens reminded her audience that c>reek organizations are supposed to stand for "friendship 
and brotherhood," and not the harm that some members inflict on pledges. Since there have 
been over 70 Greek deaths resulting from hazing, there are many parents who are anti-Greek. 
Stevens said she is not against fraternities or sororities, but that she objects to negative events 
that do not represent the values Greek organizations are supposed to encourage. 

C.H.U.C.K. has a definite purpose; to increase awareness, to find alternatives to hazing, to 
encourage educational programs and to lobby for anti-hazing laws. Eileen believes in fraterni- 
ties and sororities and their ability to change for if she didn't, she wouldn't be doing the work 
she does. She asks that students respect and value life and each other. Stevens has been speak- 
ing to college audiences across the United States for more than 15 years. She said she hopes that 
Greek members will hear what she says and put it to use to avoid unnecessary law suits and 
tragic deaths. 

Since the AXP incident, hazing has become a popular topic on the PSUC campus. Alpha 
Chi Rho fraternity has been told by the college that they will not be recognized as a Greek 
organization until 1999. This decision is currently under appeal. - Christine Pe Santis

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T.J. Sullivan and Joel Goldman came to speak at SUNY Plattsbui\;h on 
Monday, April 17, 1995. When Joel Qoldman discovered he was infected with HIV, 
the virus which causes AIDS, his life changed dramatically. As he be^an the 
emotionally-dramatic process of" calling friends, family and fraternity brothers, he 
came to understand the tremendous challenge of life with HIV. 

Today, Joel and T.J. Sullivan, a fraternity friend from his days at Indiana 
University, are touring the U.S., brin^invj the message to collate students 
nationwide. In addition to challenging stereotypes about the disease, Qoldman and 
Sullivan are teaching students how to reduce the risk of being infected with HIV 
and other sexually transmitted diseases. They have spoken to more than 75,000 
students across the United States since they be^an their program. 

Their presentation centers around Joel's experience as a fraternity member 
and the risks he took mixing alcohol and unprotected sex. Sullivan teaches 
students about risk and how to prevent infection. Sullivan and Goldman have been 
received so well on campuses nationwide largely because they speak in language and 
from experiences that are relevant to college students. Qoldman said that so far the 
only real cure for AIDS is education. "This is our generation's Vietnam. We need to 
vjet our colleges and our communities involved.'" Sullivan concluded. 



Child Sex Abuse Program 




On March 6 and 7, " Tears of the children" an international arts project committed to breaking the 
silence on sexual abuse of children was on display in the Angell College Center Warren Ballroom. Along with 
the exhibit, a workshop and 'speak-out' on child sexual abuse was held . 

Tears of the children was a display of designed and made handkerchiefs by survivors of child sexual 
abuse. On March 7, a workshop was designed for survivors of sexual abuse, professionals who work with 
victims and other individuals who may be concerned. 

Margot Silk Forrest, publisher and editor of' the Healing Woman, a monthly newsletter for women 
survivors of childhood sexual abuse was the featured speaker of" the workshop. Forrest's presentation, "Pain, 
Healing and Hope," told her personal story of recovering repressed memories of'incest and discussed the phases 
of the healing process. 

Other speakers included representatives from the Crisis Center, the Northern New York Child and 
Family Clinic, and Or. Neal Smally, an associate professor in psychology at 5UNY Plattsburgh. Topics discussed 
were the potential psychological effects on the child and in the family after disclosure of sexual abuse. 
Interventions were recommended in dealing with anger. Other topics discussed were why survivors tend to be 
re-victimized and ways of preventing sexual abuse.

Marda Ann Gillespie 




Marcia Ann Qillespie, one of the country's premiere 
journalists, spoke at SUNY Pittsburgh on February 7, 
1995. If you are an African- American woman, you do not 
get to be the editor-in -chief of two major women's maga- 
zines without confronting racism and sexism. 

While Cjillespie served as editor-in chief of Essence 
Magazine from 1971-1978, the readership grew from 
50,000 to over two million, the magazine won the Na- 
tional Magazine Award, and Qillespie was named"One of 
the Fifty Faces for America's Future." Since Leaving Es- 
sence, she created a publishing seminar for the University 
of the West Indies and was the project director and book 
editor for a United Nations study of the global impact of 
AID5. Recently named editor-in-chief of MS. magazine, 
Qillespie's high standards of journalism and feminism will 
continue to benefit her readers. 



Presidents' Speakers Series: 

U.S. Responsibilities in Haiti and Rwanda: 

Why should we care 7 . 

Randall Robinson 




Randall Robinson is a well known activist and lobbyist on U.S. policy in Africa and 
the Caribbean. Robinson is perhaps best known for his work in connection with ending 
apartheid in South Africa. He focused attention on the problem by entering the South 
African embassy in Washington in November 1984 and announcing that he would not 
leave until apartheid was abolished (he spent the night in jail). He lobbied hard for the 
sanctions which were arguably a key factor in winning concessions from the white Nation- 
alist government and he was active in the South African Relief Fund, which raised money 
for groups fighting apartheid. 

Editorializing on his efforts, the Boston Globe said "Robinson has done more than 
any other American to advocate change in South Africa," while USA Today said" 
...Robinson, without portfolio, planned and executed one of the most successful liberation 
plans of our time." 

More recently, in the spring of 1994, Robinson initiated a hunger strike to protest 
President Clinton's abandonment of Haiti. That initiative is considered at least in part 
responsible for the subsequent U.S. policy on Haiti. 

In his speech, Robinson discussed what is happening in Haiti and Rwanda, what the 
U.S. policies for Africa and the Caribbean are, and how they differ from the U.S. foreign 
policies for European countries.

"He beat some of 
the higher seeds in the field. Dan's been waiting for some competition and showed he's capable of 
running with almost anyone. 

"I'm a little disappointed with the teams' finish, said Slade. We had been hoping for third or 
fourth, but some unexpected things happened

Twenty Years at Vhttsburgh 

It is hard to believe that only two yean ago, the Plattsburgh men's ruv;by 
team was not recognized by the college due to a year and a naif of suspension. 
Since the reinstatement of men's rugby at Plattsburgh in 1993, their record is 
an impressive 24-4, with the last two semesters being their most successful. 

The fall 1994 semester began with the ruggers gaining victories against 
Potsdam State, RPI, Union and St. Lawrence University. Their 4-0 record was 
matched only by rival school LeMoyne (27-17) and earned SUNY Plattsburgh 
a bid to the New York State College Championship Tournament. SUNY 
Fredoniagave PSUC a hard time in the first of the two games, but Plattsburgh 
prevailed with a 19-5 victory. 

Plattsburgh played its final match for the Empire Division (D-ll) title in 
New York against Binghamton University. The two teams fought hard, shown 
by the lead changing hands six times. Binghamton appeared to put the nail in 
Plattsburgh 's coffin by regaining the lead with a penalty kick with only a 
minute left in the match. However, an off-sides penalty committed by 
Binghamton with only 40 seconds left gave Plattsburgh one more chance to 
win. Randy Walter knocked down the kick with no time left to win the 
Empire Division title. During the award ceremony, league coordinator John 
Joyce commended the team for their success; She also commended tourna- 
ment MVP Mitch Rosmarin. The team participated in the first two rounds of 
the US Northeast Regional T ournament that semester. 

Spring 1995 was the ruggers' most active spring semester in more than 
four years. Matches against Oswego, Syracuse, and Saranac Lake Men's Club 
geared the team up for its annual play in the Clarkson University Tourna- 
ment. Plattsburgh rolled over Potsdam, Sienna, and Clarkson to win the 
tournament lor the second straight year. The semester would end on the 
same note as the fall, with the team playing in the spring version of the New 
York State Tournament. Plattsburgh State rolled over Brockport, Union, and 
LeMoyne College, bringing home another state trophy. "This just proves what 
a group can do when they are focused and disciplined", co-captain Dave 
Cornell said. 

As an example of their determination and dedication to playing rugby, 
each player purchases the required rugby boots, shorts and socks, which could 
run up as much as $ 100 for all three pieces of equipment. Club members also 
pay for traveling expenses during the regular season. 

"Looking back on the year as a whole, the success of the team has not been 
of one person, but the sum of everybody's performance," rugger Joe Barbieri 
said. 

The front row combination of Barbieri, hooker Tony Standrea, and Club 
President Joe Agresta dominated scrum downs all year, allowing the play of 
eight-man Chris Costa, scrum half Adam Canaff and backs Tony Matteo, Eric 
Baldus and Phil Pearson to have more scoring opportunities. This spring's 
return of veteran Cireg Snyder also had a positive influence on the team's 
performance. "Greg will be of help to the younger players and has also helped 
me improve my game with his years of experience in the game," fullback Chris 
Simons said. 

The Fall 1995 semester marks SUNY Plattsburgh 's men's rugby team's 
20th year. "This year will be considered our best to date, but the team wishes 
to continue its success and ultimately prove that a successful rugby program 
can exist at Plattsburgh State University," returning player Ken Carner said. 

The men's rugby team wishes to thank Leith Bardon for her dedicated 
assistance in the administration of the program, and the university's adminis- 
tration for the chance to prove the program can work.

Flanked by the relatives ol crime victims, President Clinton sitmed a $i0 million 
crime law, but warned his audience at an elaborate White House Cttttnony that 
the bill would not stop the violence plaguing the nation. The law banned many 
assault firearms, allowed the death penalty lor dozens more federal crimes and 
provided billions of dollars over six years to build prisons and hire police.
